Dear Comrades: 

Revolutionary Gre'etings! I hope everyone is out there pursueing free socialism 
at break-neck pace. This issue of the ALB is a little late (it should have 
been out in May) but May Day festivities and the WSA convention kind of sapped 
my time. Many thanks for all the generous contributions. It is much appreciated 

Since my own level of activity has been picking up dramatically in recent 
months (increased involvement with Ideas & Action , workplace .organizing with 
OWU, other WSA projects) I'm finding it harder to devote the energy neccessary 
to produce a good ALB. Since August will mark the 1st anniversary of the 
founding of our network, I think that would be a good time to pass on the 
coordination duties to some other person or group (don't everybody jump up at 
once). 

I also think it might be a good time to examine the condition of our network, 
our future plans and direction. 

While I think we have made some progress over the last year, we still have a 
hell of a long way to go. Outside of the San Francisco Bay Area, we have heard 
little or no news of combined efforts and cooperation among anarchist unionists 
We HAVE heard numerous times of letters being sent seeking contact with other 
network participants, with no responses forthcoming. People, we have got to 
communicate. 

On the purely practical level of self-financing we have done pretty well. But 
on the even more practical level of actual projects, we have been, with a few 
notable exceptions, largely ineffective. In the Bay Area we have managed to 
hold one joint meeting between the WSA and IWW, and we worked together on our 
May Day activities (a lot of fun). There is even some talk of formalizing our 
working relationship, but this is just one small areain a very big country. In 
my opinion the purpose of this network is to encourage such comradely 
cooperation in EVERY AREA where the IWW, IMWU and WSA have working groups or 
active members. 

We have 86 participants in the network as of this writing, which is a good 
sized group. By August we should have 100 or better. These numbers are, 
however, largely meaningless if we remain innert. 

Here's a few ideas for activity: 

1. Produce a dissident newsletter in your workplace.. It doesn't have to be 

/ anything elaborate. A 8^ xl1 sheet copied on both sides would do. Fill it with 
news, anti-boss gossip, heresy, etc. Extoll the virtues of self-management! 
(Just send us a sample copy) 

2. Distribute anarcho-syndicalist fliers in your workplace and community. Come 
up with your own text or copy somebody elses, just spread the word. (I would 




be more than happy to help anyone out in this area) 

3. Carry a sign at a demo. Identify yourself as an anarcho-syndicalist and 
distribute fliers related to the purpose of the demo, from an anarchistic 
perspective. Take pictures. Write a story for the ALB! 

4. Strike support. Raise money and walk the line for your sister and fellow 
workers. It'll do you good. 

We haven't even used the network for it's most obvious purpose: simultaneous 
actions. Hell, I guess we have to get in touch with each other first. Enclosed 
in this packet of info is an updated contact list. Please use it. Send out 
letters to everyone in your region. Make contact. If you know of people who 
might be interested in participating in the network, send them a copy of the 
ALB! or send me their address and I'll send them a copy of the ALB. As I 
believe I mentioned in one of the first ALN letters, if we are going to make 
this thing work, we are going to have to grow. And growth means more than 
just increasing our mailing list. It means evolving in action. 

I'm not sure what the attrition rate is for the networks created at these 
anarchist- conferences. I suspect it is pretty high. Most of them exist as 
little more than a list of names in any case. We've made it through our first 
year, and that's something. We've almost quadrupled in size, and that's 
something else. We've got something most of the other networks don't have. We 
are organized anarchists. For most of the world that is a non-sequitor. For 
us it's a way of life. Let's build on this situation. Shit, the world doesn't 
know what it's in for. 

I know I've done a lot of belly-aching over the last year. Sorry. It's just 
the usual excuses: job, family and life's work. I've pissed and moaned, but 
coordinating this network has been a pleasure, and that's no lie. It's been 
work, but it's the kind of work I can sink my choppers in. Whoever takes this 
on for the coming year can look forward to the same headaches, repetitive 
stress syndrome, and pure de satisfaction I have had. I swear to it. 

The next time you hear from me, I'll be announcing which brave woman or 
man has Stood Tall to take on this mother. If there is a stampede, You will 
all receive a list of the respective coordinators-to-be and you will be asked 
to pick who you wish to thrust upon with this dubious greatness. 

For now I bid you solidarity and good fortune (the kind you can't cash in at 
the bank).
